YAQUIS DEFEAT PURSUERS — 
Kil a Captatn ot Police and Drive 
i 4 Back His Men, | 
; NOGALES, Avizena, Aug. 13.—Capt. P. San- 
ehez of the Mexican police and a company 
of men pursued the Yaqui Indians after 
they were run out of town yesterday. The 
party Was accompanied by Juan Fernan- 
dez, cashier of the Mexican Custom House. 
They overtook the indians Sve miles east 
of Nogales, near the lake. 

The Indians opened fire, wounding the Cap- 
tain and Killing the horse ridden’ by Fernan- 
dez. As soon as Sanchez’s horse fell, the 
Indians made a rush at the Captain and 
beat him to death with guns and machetes, . 
The other men escaped to Nogales and gave 
the alarm. Twenty men immediately left 
for the scene and brought the body of 
Capt. Sanchez to Nogales. 

The Indians fied into the mountains near 
by,. where they are now encamped, burn- 
ing signal fires, which indicate that they 
are still-on the warpath, Col. Kosterlitski 
arrived last night with sixty picked meu, 
Mexican gendarmes, and left for the mount- 
ains. 

It is learned that 500 other Yaqui Indlans 
have joined the sixty and other filibusters, 
and that they crossed over to American soil. 
The Indians seem to be crazed with their 
fanatical ideas and their worship of Santa 
Teresa, but they evidently do not desire 
to injure Americans, as several who were 
across. the line when the fighting began 
yesterday morning had their guns taken 
away by the Indians and were told to get 
back, as they were not after any but Mex- 
icans. 

The main object of the raid was to se- 
cure the arms, ammunition, and money in 
the Custom House, when they inteijded to 
Start for the City of Mexico to overthrow 
the Diaz Government. 

One of the Yaqui Chiefs walked into a 
hut in the southern portion of the town late 
last night and was captured. This makes 
two prisoners and eight dead Indians, while 
seven of the officers and citizens are dead. 

Copies of The Independence, Lauro 
Aguirre’s paper, published at E)] Paso, 
Texas, were received in town yesterday and 
some of them were found on the dead Ya- 

uis. The papers were dated June 8 and 
uly 25, 1896, and were special editions, 
containing nothing but revolutionary matter 
against the Mexican. Government. Some 
people think Lauro Aguirre was with the 
raiders, but no one seems to have recog- 
nized him. 

The prisoner Francis Vasquez was seen 
last mght by a correspondent. He says 
eighteen Indians held a meeting Tuesday 
night at Tubac, twenty-two miles north 
of Nogales, and organized for the start. 
They went to Huevavi, eight miles from 
Nogales, where they made a short stop be- 
fore entering the town at 3 o’clock. ‘There 
were about fifty more Mexicans and In- 
dians in waiting there. Within thirty min- 
utes after the.r arrival, the attack was 
made on the Mexican Custom House. 

He says he does not know what their in- 
tentions were, but the Chief told “him to 
come along and help or he would be killed. 
Many of those who joined the party here 
are well known, ‘having worked on the rail- 
read and done odd jobs around the town. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15,—The State Depart- 
ment has received the following telegram, 
dated yesterday, from R, Hughes ng, 
American Consul at Nogales, Mexico: ;

HARRISEURG, Penn., Aug. 18—John M. 
Carman of Luzerne County was elected 
Chairman of the Democratic State Commit- 
teé this afternoon, to succeed Robert E.

Dr. Nausen Arrives in Norway and the 
Fram Will ‘Svom Reach Port—Oure | 
rents Fail to Carry Out Theories— 
The Polar Sea Traversed —No | 
Norther Land ‘Sighted—All Mem-

VuRpo, Norway, Aug. 13.-Dr. Fridthof 
Nansen has arrived here, returning from 
his attempt to reach thé: north pole by 
drifting to it in a steamer. He is accom- 
panied by Lieut. Hansen. They left the 


steamer Fram, in which Dr. Nansen ex- 
pected to be carried by the drifting ice to 
and across the pole, last Autumn. 

The expedition failed to reach the object 
of its search, but it got four degrees further 
north than did any previous expedition. 

Dr. Nansen says that his expedition at- 
tained one of its objects in, traversing the 
Polar Sea to.a point northward. of “tho 
New Siberian Islands, namely, ™ latitude 
86 degrees 14 minutes north, No land was 
sighted north of latitude 82 degrees. After 
reaching the parallel of 86 degrees 14 
minutes the expedition went south ‘to 
Franz Josef's Land, where it spent the 
Winter, the members ‘subsisting on bear's 
fesh and blubber. : 

Dr. Nansen arrived here on the steamer 
Windward, which. is conveying provisions 
to the Jankson-Harmsworth | expedition. 
The explorer is perfestly well. The Fram 


is expected to arrive at -YVardoe or Bergen 
in a short time. All were Well aboard of 
her when Dr. Nanse. left her. 

LONDON Aug. 13.--According to one re- 
port received ere, br. Nansen’s object in 
leaving the. fram was to push further 
north than the steamer was able to pene- 
trate the ice, This, was in. March, 1895, The 
reports at hand at present are somewhat 
conflieting.

Thus ends another attempt to penetrate 
the secret of the icy north. Dr, Nansen, 
in a vessel espechally constructed to resist 
the nipping of the ice, started from Vardoe 
on July 21, 1898, his intention being to 
drift with the ice to the pole. Prior to his 


voyage he addressed the Royal Geograph- 
ical Society in London and explained hs 
theory of the ice drift. The neighborhood 
of the north: pole, he said, was covered by 
water. 

Enumerating the experience of former ex- 
peditions, Dr. Nansen sought to show that 
the Polar current between Greenland and 
Spitzbergen carried southward between 80 
and 120 cubic miles of water every twenty- 
four hours. Whence was all this water de- 
rived? Mainly, he believed; it came from 
the Norwegian Gulf Stream, which entered 
the Polar basin north of Nova Zembla, and 
fromthe current ‘which ran northward 
through Bering Strait. A third addition 
came from the American—and especially 
from the Sibefian-—-rivers that ran into. the 
Polar fea. It seemed quite natural that 
these sources should converge,’ and to some 
extent unite to form the Greenland current. 

The main body of this current must, dac- 
vording to Dr. Nansen, be somewhere in |. 
the neighborhood of the New-Siberian Isl- 
ands, ere also was the mouth of the 
Lena River, which, carried: a considerable 
body of comparatively warm water north- 
werd into the Polar Sea. Fromi this region 
the currencomust maturally run in’ @ rnorth- 
erly direction by ‘thé shortest route to the 
outlet. between Spitzbergen and Greenland, 
and this must be te. the north of Franz 
ee Land: ~hd. agross or near the north 
bie. . 2 es J ; oy 

Dr. . Natisen's theory. was that a. vessel 
cnce in’ this current would be carried to 
the pole, and he. was determined to make 
tne attempt. 

The Fram was provisioned for six years. 
Subsequent to its departure it was heard 
of several times, and then all trace of 
the expedition was lost until February of 
this year, when news reached the outside 
world from Takutak, in Siberia, that Dr. 
Nansen had found the pole and was return- 
ing. This information came from a trader 
named Kouchnareff, who was one of the 
purveyers to the expedition, but it was 
never verified. 

It will be observed that no reason is 
given for the failure of the expedition, but 
Dr. Nansen did not apparently recognize 
the fact that ice drifts with the wind and 
not with the currents, except in ‘calms, 
and that the constant southern flow of 
the East Greenland ice is due to the north 
winds, and not to a current having its 
origin somewhere off the Siberian coast, 
which current, he. believed, trended south- 
ward after crossing the pole.

Engine Fell Into the Washout, Kill- 
ing Engineer and Fireman. 


CLEVELAND, Aug. 18.—A passenger train 
on the Lake Shore Railway was wrecked 
near Otis, Ind., at 4 o'clock this morning 
by the washing away of a culvert. The 
engineer and fireman. were killed, but the 
passengers escaped fatal injuries, 

The train consisted of three passenger 
coaches and two mail cars. An hour and ten 
minutes before a freight train had safely 
passed over the point where the accident 
occurred.

PROSTRATED WHILE ON A POLE. 





Lineman Ryan Falls Thirty Feet and 
Is Severely Injured. 


John Ryan, a lineman employed by the 
Edison General Electric Company, climbed 
the pole at Madison Avenue and Twenty- 
third Street at 5:30 o’clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon to repair the light. He lay on the 
pavement three minutes afterward with 
a fractured skull, and now he is in Bellevue 
Hospital. 

A home-bound crowd of business people 


saw Ryan climb the pole, He was appar- 
ently weak, and many stopped to watch 
him work. He had taken ovt the burn 
capbons when his pliers and the other tools 
he was using fell. 
A cry went up from the watchers, and 
in @ second Ryan's body stiffened and shot 
the ground, nearly thirty feet. It lay 
there for nearly fifteen minutes before an 
ambulance arrived from Bellevue Hospital.

The Senator Gets a North Carolina 
Ticket te His Liking. 


Raurien, N, C., Aug. 18.—Senator Butler 
called the Populist State..Conyention to or- 
der at noon to-day.) All the counties in the 
State were represented, and there was only 
one contest.

tories for young criminals; condemns the 
Democratic Administration for failure to 
execute the anti-trust laws; fayors low and 
eguitable freight rates and aid to trucking 
industry; condemns the seeret methods of 
the lease of the North Carolina Railway 
to the Southern Railway by the Democratic 
Party; calls for legislation forbidding char- 
ters to lines of railway competing with 
present main lines, and calls for a reduc- 
tion of salaries of State officers. 

WwW. A. Guthrie of Durham was nominated 
for Governor on the first ballot, getting T97 
votes, Cyrus Thompson getting 322. : 

An intensely dramatic scene followed 
when Senator Butler rose and placed in

wo fires, four hours apart, cleaned out 
the upper floors of the five-story brick 
bullding running from 190 to 198 Chambers 
Street, last evening. One gave the Fire 
Department a long and tiresome fight. 

There was a small blaze at 6:48 P. M., 
which did only $300 damage, and was read- 
ily extinguished. A few minutes before 
midnight the flames started again, and, 
despite the work of a dozen engipes. a 
water tower, and the fireboat New-Yorker, 
caused about $110,000 damages, chiefiy in 
the storage rooms of David Lewi, the own- 
er of the wbualiding. 

The first fire started in the essential oll 
store of Jerry Sauer, on the second 
floor of 198. The cause of the fre is un- 
known. 

Policeman Woodin of the Leonard Street 
Precinct, and @ Watchman of .the fire 
patrol were left to guard the place all 
night, and at 11:50 they both again saw 
fire in Mr. Sauer’s place, Before it was 
under control the four upper stories had 
been swept by the flares, and lower 
story flooded by water. 

Three alarms were rung in and sengines 
were soon gathered in the vicinity of 
Chambers, West Washington, and Warren 
Streets. Mr. Lewi owns the entire build- 
ing and occupies as a storage warehouse 
the tipper three floors and most of the 
second. There was stored in the bulld- 
ing’ @ great variety of goods. Neither Mr. 
Lewi nor any representative of him was 
to be seen at the fire, but it is known 
that many families had stored their fur- 
niture with him. 

The stubbornness with which the flames 
revived every tew minutes during the hour 
that the second fire lasted showed that 
there were probably iarge quantities of 
bedding, <¢lothing, and other things in 
which fiames would smolder and blaze up 
when least expected, 

The second fire 


tne 


was confined, with a 
trifling exception, to the upper stories. The 
first fire extended to the first floor of No 
196, occupied by F. Rose & Son, manvfact- 
urers of starch. This store is not under 
the place where the flames started, it 
diagonally below it.. The fire in F. Rose & 
Son's place was quickly extinguished, wit! 
slight damages. 

The second fire spread rapidly up the 
building. When the firemen-had begun 
work in earnest on the flames shooting out 
ef the essential-oil store, the fire began to 
show itself? in' other places, and. quickly 
mounted te the roof. After atout fifteen 
minutes the water tower was brought into 
use, just in time, as the fire suddenly burst 
through the roof, and the contest between 
fire and water was waged on almost equa! 
terms for a half hour more. 

The department was able to keép the fire 
from spreading to other buildings, and the 
Northwestern Hotel, at West and Cham- 
bers Streets, which adjoined the burning 
building, was not abandoned by a sing! 
guest,"many of them perching themselves 
salmly in their windows to watch the 
Sames. 

The fuel in the warehouse-—furniture, 
hair mattresses, carpets, whatever it was— 
burned fiercely, sank down after a iong 
flooding, flared up again’ when the stream 
had been directed elsew + Bhs for a few mo- 
ments, and Kept the firemen guessing by its 
uncertainty. Four times in. an hour the 
department left the western end of the 
building and concentrated its foree upon the 
eastern end where the fire was still raging, 
and every time the hose had been away @ 
few moments the black windows suddenly 
brightened and soon formed a mass 090i 
dancing, tossing flames again. 

This “work by the engines went .on for 
about thirty minutes, when the fireboat 
New-Yorker tied up to s.wharf and her 
biggest hose was stretched to the plate.- It 
was coupled to the water tower, and the 
enormous. stream which It A ye was a 
great assistance. The fire Was declared 
under control about 1 o'clock... 

Among the tenants of the ‘bufiding were 
Penney & Geddes, commission. merchants, 
T. Rose & Son, C. Moebus, wines and 
liquors, and L. Kahner & Co., ‘cigars, all 
on the first floor On -the second floor 
of 192 was J. Cohn, who kept a cold-stor- 
age place. All the places suffered dam- 
age by water. Other places damaged by 
water were those of James J. Machett & 
Co., manufacturers of confectionery, at 
19), and by John ‘Campbell & Co., liquors, 
418 Warren Street. The total loss to the 
puilding ig viaced at $40,000; loss on goeds, 
about $60,000; insurance not estimated.

teemed, the average Boer has with a sigh 
relinquished the old hunting. life, and only 
the poorer burghers trek beyond the Lim- 
popo and follow. the game.

') GREENPORT, L. L., Aug. 13.~The Manhan- 
set House, .n Sheiter Island, opposite this 
village, wes parily destroyed by fire to- 
day. The fre department from this village, 
gidead by the streams of water thrown on 


the flames from the steam yachts and other 
steam craft in the bay, preserved the newer 
Portion of the hotel and also the annex. 
The peculiar construction of the great hotel 
rendered it possible to save these portions, 

The hotel was divided into three parts. 
The original hotel building was at the west 
of the roadway leading from the ferry 
landing, which was close to the hotel. 
Across this roadway there was a bridge. On 
the bridge was the music and dancing pa- 
Vilion. At the east end of the bridge there 
Was an adGition to the hotel, separated by 
the length of the bridge, but still readily 
@ccessible by that structure. Beyond the 
new portion, which is larger than the orig- 
inal building, there is an annex, a smaller 
building than either of the others, and con- 
nected wii the new portion by covered 
vVerandas. 

At the rear of the hotel there are several 
eottages. The hotel buildings stand on a 
bluff, which rises abruptly from the shore. 
The. old building was separated from ‘the 
new building by a space of about fifty-five 
feet, 

The fire was discovered at 7:45 o'clock 
A. M,. in the laundry in the rear of the old 
portion of the hotel. The flames are sup- 
posed to have been started by the big laun- 
dry stoves overheating the thin wood par- 
tition which ran across the laundry. Ad- 
joining the laundry was the cookhouse, and 
below the cookhouse was the engine and 
pump room. Here was a pump to furnish 
water in case of fire. 

As soon as the fire was discovered word 
Was sent to start the pump, and the walters 
and other employes of the hotel, who had 
been drilled as a fire brigade, started to 
fight the flames, Their efforts at. first 
seemed successful, and for a time it looked 
as though the fire would be a trifling affair. 

The flames, however, worked Into the 
kitchen, and from there down into the 
pump and engine room, and the heat and 


flames soon drove the firemen and engineer 
from their posts, and the supply of water 
was shut off. .Then the flames spread rap- 
idly. The tire brigade did the best it couid 
to hold the flames in check by means of 
buckets and the water in the supply tanks. 
‘Shey were only partly successful. 

When the flames were first discovered, 
beliboys and others hastened through every 
corrido, of the great hote) “arousing the 
guests, 

Some of the guests became greatly 
alarmed, but at no time was there any 
semblance of a panic. Most of the boarders 
busied themselves in packing their trunks 
and getting their belongings together. While 
the fire brigade held the flames in partial 
eheck the trunks and most of the furniture 
in the old building were removed to the 
lawn.

which was constructed of heavy timbers 
set in the earth and crossed by. equally 
heavy timbers, 

The flames reached the bridge a few min- 
utes after the explosion, and every stream 
of water, great and small, was concentrated 
on it and the end of the new build- 
ing. .It was hot work, but the firemen 
stuck to their posts until they dropped from 
heat @nd exhaustion and had to & earried 
away. The side of the pavilion and part 
of the bridge nearest the old portion were 
on fire at 10:30 o’elock, but the firemen 
put out the flames, Again and again the 
flames attacked this part, but each. time 
the firemen drove them back. 

The fire reached the tower, whici: formed 
the corner of the old building nearest! the 
bridge, and shortly before 11 o’clock it fell. 
The firemen had a difficult task at that time 
to keep the flames from crossing the point 
which they had selected as the fightin 
point. As the fire concentrated at the en 
of the old; building, it became so hot that it 
was impossible for the firemen to work ex- 
cept under streams of water which their 
fellow-workers directed on them: Repeat- 
edly men were forced to abandon ther po- 
gitions and go out on the 1@:ff to cool off 
and revive themsélves. Many had to be 
carried away by their fellows. 

There were many narrow escapes during 
the fire. At one time & force of -ae Green- 
port firemen was working on the roof of 
an extension. They did not sve that a big 
chimney near them was tottering and in 
danger of falling directly upon the exten- 
sion.

TEMPERATURE AND HUMIDITY, 


Some Points About the Two Given in 
Consolation to Suffering Humanity. 


When a man is on his way home in the 
evening these hot days, with his clothes 
sopping wet, his shirt collar rubbing against 
his skin .im a way that makes him feel 
that he is immersed in a tub of bill post- 
er’s paste up to his neck, about the first 
thing he does when he gets seated in 
an elevated or street car-—if he can get a 
seat—is to glance over an evening paper, 
and see how high the temperature has 
been. He is sure judging from the way 
he has felt, that the figures will be away 
up above 100°, but when he finds that the 
highest point for the day was only 88° 
or $°, he begins to feel that the weather 
man’s thermometer has gone wrong. If the 
figures were only high, high enough to 
beat the record, there would be some con- 
solation, but. to find that, after all his 
suffering; the temperature has not been 
unusually high, is, to say the least, dis- 
covraging. 

The truth of the matter is, however, that 
the temperature only gives one-half of the 
State of .the atmosphere that affects the 
average man’s sensibilities. The other half 
is the humidity. The way in which the 
moisture succeeds in causing a compara- 
tively low temperature to appear very high 
is not difficult to understand. When there 
is @ great deal of moisture in the air the 
rate at which the perspiration evaporates 
from the surface of the hody is reduced, 
and the result is that, even if the amount 
of perspiration is the same, it seems more, 
for the very simple reason that as it does 
not dry up by evaporation it must run 
off either in streams or drops. In addition 
to this, when the perspiration dries up by 
evaporation, the temperature of the body 
is reduced by thts very process. On the 
high table lands of Mexico and other south- 
ern countries, where the air is very dry, one 
always feels cool in the shade, although 
in the sun the temperature may be high 
enough to blister the soles of the feet. 
The reason for this is that the rate of 
vaporization is very high, owing to the 
dryness of the atmosphere. 

When the perspiration dries up by being 
evaporated the temperature of the body is 
reduced, because the heat required to 
convert the \water into vapor is drawn 
from the body. This can easily be under- 
stood by considering the case of a kettle of 
boiling water. If the kettle is left over the 
fire the water will continue to boil until 
it is all converted into vapor, but if it is 
taken off the fire the water will at once 
stop boiling, and in a short.time will he- 
come cool. The cooling is generally con- 
sidered to be caused by the effect of the 
air, but it is due to the fact that the 
vapor that passes off carries with it an 
amount of heat that is six or more times 
as much as the same weight of water would 
hold, therefore, every pound that passes 
into the form of vapor draws from the re- 
maining water an’ amount that would be 
sufficient to boil six or seven pounds of 
water. 

Now, this very same action takes place 
in respect to the human body wher the 
perspiration dries up by evaporation. For 
every ounce of perspiration evaporated an 
amount of heat is extracted from the body 
that would be sufficient to boll about six 
ounces of water. As the body is very sen- 
sitive to changes of temperature, the ef- 
fect of withdrawing this amount of heat is 
very noticeable. In view of the fact that 
the perspiration removed from the body 
by the process of vaporization extracts 
therefrom so much heat, it is very evi- 
dent that anything that interferes with this 
action will cause one to feel the heat a 
great deal more. The moisture in the at- 
mosphere hag this effect. When the air is 
highly charged with moisture vaporization 
cannot take place at a rapid rate. It is 
on this account that a temperature of 385° 
or 90° may cause more suffering, if the 
air is very muggy, than 100°, or, even 
105°, with a dry air, and specially if in 
the latter case there is a slUght breeze,

One of Carlyle’s Heroines, 
From Temple Bar. 

Théroigne de Mericourt was a woman 
singular among the women of the Revo- 
lution. Readers of Carlyle will remember 
his almost gallant salutations of her {a 
handsome young woman of the streets, 
who teok a passion«~for the popular cause, 
and rode on a guncarriage in the famous 
outing to Versailles) as often as she starts 
upon the seene, When he misses her from 
the procession, in the fourth book of the 
first volume, it is: “But where .is the 
brown-locked, light-behaved, fire-hearted 
Demoiselle Théroigne? Brown eloquent 
beauty, who, with thy winged wor and 
glances, shalt “thrill rough bosoms—whole 
steel battalilons—and persuade an Aus- 
trian Kaiser; pike and helm lie provided 
for thee tn due season, and alas! also strait 
waistcoat and long lodging In the Salpé- 
triére.’’ ; 

Théroigne was a beautiful village girl 
when the echo first reached her of the 
tocsin ef the revolution. She thought o 
woman was wanted there, and trudged hot- 
foot to Paris, perhaps through the self- 
same quiet lanes that saw the pilgrimage 
of Charlotte Corday. In Paris she took 
(for reasons of her own, one must suppose) 
the calling of ‘‘ unfortunate female }—the 
euphemism will be remembered as Car- 
lyle’s—and dubbed herself the people's 
Aspasia—" l’Aspasie du peuple.” In “* tunic 
blue,’* over a “ red petticoat,” crossed with 
a tricolor scarf and crowned with the 
Phrygian’ cap, she roamed the streets, 
* criant,jurant, blasphémant,’”’ to the sound 
of the @rum of rebellion. One day the 
women of the town, in a rage of fear or 
jealousy, fell upon her, stripped her, and 
beat her through the streets. She went 
mad, and in the first years of this century 
she was still an inmate of Bicétre. When 
the * women’s side" of Bic@tre was closed, 
n 1808, Théroigne Ww transferred to the

Dark clouds began to gather north of thd 
little village scon after daylight.

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PRYAN ON FREIGHT CHARGES. 

In the, course of his remarks at Madi- 
son Square Garden concerning certain 
“fixed charges” by reagsen of which the 
farmer sinee 1873, as he asserts, has 
“found i more and more difficult to 
live,” Mi.

*Ratlroad rates have not been reduced 
to keep pace with falling prices.”

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WHICH WILL IT DO? 

Mr. Bryan’s Objection to the gold stand- 
ard is that the value of gold has appre- 
ciated and continues to appreciate, mak- 
ing. the purchasing power constentiy 
greater.

Taking that of 1860 as 
the standard at 100, in 1893 it was 91.7, | 
while in 1878, the “ demonetization ” year, 
it was 114.5. 

During ali this period the average of 
Wages, measured in gold, steadily in- 
creased. With 1090 as the standard of 
comparison in 1860 again, the gold value 
of wages was 82.5 in 1840, increasing 
gradually up to that standard during tre 
twenty years, and continuing to increase, 
except for the three war years of. the 
woftst inflation, 1863-5, to 168.4 in 1893, 
the highest point of all. Labor will ecom- 
mand more gold to-day by the same ex- 
ertion than ever before. The gold will 
purehase no more, but if it could be de- 
preciated it would purchage less, and sil- 
yer at 16 ta 1 would purehase little more 
than half as much. 
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TWO GREAT CROPS, 

The crop reports recently published 
by the Government and by unofficial au- 
thorities of high reputation suggest some 
remarks about that old law. of supply 
and. demand which certain Populists in- 
tend {o repeal “ without the consent or 
aid of any other nation an earth.” 

The Government's latest report tndi- 
Cates a potato crop of 256,686,000 bush- 
els, Last year’s crop is reported by the 
Government to have been 297,247,000 
bushels, and jin al) probability -it was 
much larger. But the average for the 
three years immediately preceding had 
been only 171,000,000. The natural and 
inevitable effect of the production of so 
great a quantity last year was the glut- 
ting of the market and a notable fall of 
prices. 

The high-tariff organs told the nas. mers 
that the reduction of price was due to 
importa permitted by the elange in the 
tariff. We have shown that this was a 
falsehood. Mr, Grores Frep WILLIAMS 
is how telling the farmers in New-Eng- 
land that the low price of potatogs is 
due to “the appreciation of gold.” He 
knows that this is not true. The farm- 
ers of the country have set out to pro- 
duce this year a crop almost as large as 
last year’s, What must be. the effect 
of an output of 256,686,000 bushels, fol- 
lowing that enormous crop of 297,000,- 
000 bushels, in view of the fact that the 
average annual crop for the ten years 
ending with 1894 was only 176,000,000? 

lf so large @ crop should be gathered 
this year, the farmers of America shouid 
permit their common sense to tell them 
that the resuiting low prices are due 
neither to the tariff nor to the gold 
standard, but to the enormous supplies 
of two successive years. 

The Government report indicates a 
corn crop 500,000 bushels, and 
an acreage equal t» that of last year, 
which was 81,000,000. Taoman’s report 
makes the ecreage 82,840,000, or an in- 
crease of nearly 2,000,000 acres. But 
last year’s crop of corn (2,151,139,000 
bushels) was the largest on recird, and 
the average for the five years immedi- 
ately preceding was only 1,602,000,000, 

The effect of the production of last 
year’s record-breaking crop has been to 
reduce the price of the grain to 25 cents 
a bushel at Chicago and to make very 
low. prices for ‘ard and the other hog 
products into which corn is transformed 
both for home consumption and for ex- 
pert. Our wheat surplus goex abroad in 
the form of wheat or flour; our corn 
surplus is exported in the form of lard, 
hog meats, and beef. Although the crop 
ef last year was so large, THOMAN’S 
report shows that there was a consid- 
erable increase of corn acreage this year 
in. the seven States-Illinois, Kangas, 
Nebraska, Indiana, Iowa, Ohio, and Mis- 
souri—-which produce about one-half of 
the entire quantity, the addition in Kan- 
sas aud Nebraska being about 10 per 
cent. 

What must be the effect upon prices 
if 2,235,600,000 bushels shall be har- 
vested, the preceding crop haying been 
the largest on record? Stirely no intel- 
ligent farmer can expect that. under 
such conditions the prices of corn, lard, 
bacon, and hams will be increased. There 
will be @ great supply, both for use at 
home and for the export trade, and our 
exports of hog products have grown from 
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nna! aversss of 4,076,o00,00u pounds for 
the last six years! ‘ 

Why should any American farmer who 
knows how large the corn crop was last 
year and how lerge this year's crop 
promises to be, believe that the decline 
of the prices of corn and of hog. prod- 
ucts has been caused by “ the appre- 
elation of gold"?

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MEXICAN DOLLARS, 

Our news columns yesterday contained 
the announcement that an important firm 
of siikmakers in New-Jersey had seen the 
value of the Mexican dollar as an object 
lesson and had made use of it. It 
a rather costly object lesson to the in- 
structor, as the bullion value of a Mexi- 
can dollar is a cent and a fraction more 
than the bullion value of the dollar whith 
the Populists propose to rermanetize. Ail 
the more valuable js the object lesson. 
Ifan employer can now pay his employés 
more than twice the silver for a dollar 
which he will be required to pay them 
under free and - **unlimited” coinage 
what will the dollar then be worth? 

There is no workingman so stupid that 
he can not and will net ask himself this 
question. For every half dollar due him 
his employer pays him e@ piece of silver 
which, after free coinage is enacted, hig 
employer will be entitled to have stamped, 
at the public, expense, as a dollar and to 
pay it to the workman, not for every half 
doilar, but for every dollar, thatis due. It 
quite out of the Question that any 
workmen who has ance received a Mexi- 
can dcllar as a half dollar will thereafter 
be content to take less silver as a fuli 
doliar. You cannot possibly muddie his 
braing with bimetallic talkup lo that 
point, 

We foresee a very useful and practical 
mission work to be done with Mexican 
dollars, and the Mexican mint ought to 
be kept busy on American orders. If this 
is done on an extensive scale, another of 
the charming doctrines of the Populists 
will be put to a test. They contend that 
the demand for silver arising from free 
coinage will bring the bullion value up to 
the coinage ratio. At least that is what 
they contend when they are not making 
the opposite contention that it will cheap- 
er the do}lar. Very well, if free coinage 
in the United States of half-dollar dollars 
will make them worth dollars, a great ex- 
tension of coimage in Mexico ought to 
raise the price of bullion there. and make 
the Mexican dollar worth, say, 55 or 60 
cents, If the employers go into the busi- 
ness of paying two Mexican dollars for 
one dollar due, the effect of their action 
on the market price of silver will be an 
interesting thing for the workingman to 
watch, 
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THE DANGER OF CROWDS, 

The meeting at Madison Square Garden 
on Wednesday evening was an illustration 
of the necessity of adopting some system- 
atic method of handling large crowds. 
The precautions taken by the police were 
effective so far as concerned their princi- 
pal object. That is to say, there was no 
crush at any point which involved or se- 
riously threatened any loss of life. But 
the precautions Were taken on a very ex- 
travagant scale and consisted in a line of 
police surrounding not only the Madison 
Square Garden itself, but a block on every 
side of it. Persons holding tickets of ad- 
mission were delayed and obstructed 
without any reason at ail. The policemen 
were generally, though not invariably, 
civil; but it was almost impossible to 
find anybody who was invested with any 
discretion whatever. 

What ought to be done in such cases is 
to make the fullest use of all the en- 
tyrances and exits. It was perfectly inex- 
cusable for the persons in charge of the 
arrangements not to. proyide for this in 
advance. It ig true that the persons in 
charge were as complete amateurs in this 
as in any other part of their work. If 
they had advised with the agents of the 
company which owns the Garden, they 
would have found that it was perfectly 
feasible to issue distinct tickets for each 
of the four main epirauecs. Suvh an ul- 
lotment would at once have divided by 
two the crowd at ahy given entrance. In 
connection with a sensible management 
of the police, this arrangement would 
have enabled ticket holders to find their 
places without loss Of time, The build- 
ing could have been filled in half the 
time it took to al at anayetin half the 
friction. Ho 

The filling of the Garden was in fact 


very bunglingly done. But ‘it ig a pleas- 


ure. to be. able to. Say that the emptying 
of it iqaibacd pags without any dan- 
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nant could disperse at once without evy 
of the danger that had been apprehended. 
If the police and Mr, St. Jomn had 
shown the same care for the comfort et 
thé audience that was shown by Mr. 
Bryan, the assemblage might have heen’ 
as gradual and easy as the dispersion. 
We take pleasure in commending Mr. 
BRYAN and his great speech upon the is- 
sues of the campaign to whomsoever has 
a great assemblage of people to deal with 
and feels his responsibility toward them. 
By the employment of the '' Boy Orator” 
he will find that the greatest number 
that can be collected under one roof can 
be enabled to depart in safety and cam- 


fort. 
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THE ENEMY ROUTED at CAMP. 


Fine Work by the Sixth Battery and 
Troop ¥, United States Cavairy. 


Stars Camp, PpexsxKinsn, N. ¥., Aug. 13.~- 
This has been a day to make glad the heart 
of the visitor, for there has been scarcely an 
hour in which there was not some drill to 
see that was interesting. 

There was something extremely novel 
about the morning drill to-day. that has 
never been seen here before.

If he had 
been content to spend some portion of his 
hoards’ on public improvemenis, on the 
pair of ancieot reservoirs and water courses, 
and the construetion of roads and bridyes, 
he would have brought under cultiv: ution 
tracts of culturable lend which are now 
desert and would have largely benetited 
ooth his own revenue andithe genera! trade 
of the country. But he oovld not make up 
raind to spend money, and required 
every improvement not only to pay for it- 
self, but to bring a large | eontribution to 
his own treasury.

Chartes Eliot Norton Ealogizes the 
Late W. EB. Russell.

On this occasion I cannot br 
that we had with us last year 
well. Onmiy one year ago that vigurous, manly 
youth stood here by my side, fany of you 
heard at that time his statement of what. the 
fathers did for us, and what we owe to those 
who are to follow us. 

While it was an eloquent statement of politica! 
duties, I venture to say that it waa not 60 
much the address itself that captivated us; ‘not 
so much because of the substance, us because we 
realized that we were listening to the words of 
a public man of high character; that no office, 
however high, could lead him astray: that no 
fallacies could cloud his mind, and that high + 
morais are the basis of public gervice. He was 
“a man to serve the State or Nation as long as 
he lived, and never was there more need of such 
1 man as he now. 

Other speakers were William G. Rice of 
Washington of the National Civil Service 
Commission, Miss Elizabeth Curtis, only 
daughter of the late George William Curtis; 
the Rey. Mr. Thomas of Lake Forest Uni- 
versity, Chicago; the Rev. C, 8. F. Pease of 
West Troy, but formerly of Aghfield; and 
the Rev. John W. Chadwick, Unitarian di- 
vine, of Brooklyn, but who has his Summer 
home in Chesterfield Hills. 

Mr. Rice was introduced as & worker in 
the cause of civil service reform. He paid 
a trifate to the work done for the cause by 
Mr. Curtis; and said that his marshaling 
of facts was equal to an army fighting for 
the cause, and that his reports and ad- 
iresses were arsenais from which to draw 
the best possible ammunition.

How Bad Money Hurta. 


To tha Editor of The New-York Timea: 

In 1860, when all the money In use was as 
gdod as gold, a workman who earned a 
dollar and a half a day could buy as much 
food, fuel, and clothing as a man or a woa- 
man or two children of ten or under conld 
use up in a day for less than one dollar. He 
then had half a dollar left for other things, 

In 1866 the money was bad, the paper 
dollar was only worth about 50 cents. That 
same man could then earn only a dollar and 
three-quarters a day in paper money, but 
all that he needed to live on cost twice as 
much—when he had bought food, fuel, and 


clothing for himself and his family there 
was little or nothing left. 

In 1892 that same kind of a man could 
earn two dollers and a half a day in gold. 
He could then buy more food, fuel. and 
clothing for a dollar than he could in 1860, 
so that he had a dollar and a half left.

Chinese Administration. 
From The Contemporary Review. 

The systems of administration in vogue 
in Burepe and America will teach Li Hung 
Chang nothing, for as a system the admin- 
istration of China is a very good one, and 
suits the country as well as any other that 
could be devised, What is. wrong and rot- 
ten in the state ef China is the manner in 
which that system is worked: and it is here 
that sweeping changes are required, which 
will tax the strength and the courage of 
even such a powerful Minister as Li Hung 
Chang. In the first place, no real progress 
can take piace in China so-long asa the 
censers retain the power to judge every pro- 
ceeding of the Government by the light of 
Confucian ethics and to veto every reform 
because it is opposed to the apathegms of 
classical writers of the fossil age of China’s 
existence. Will Li Hung Chang or his im- 
perial master have the daring to avoligh by 
a decree of the Vermilion Pencil the Board 
of Censors and put an end forever to their 
absurdly antiquated but none the less fatal 
strictures on every suggestion of practical 
reform?

The anicide of George 4. Valliant, for- 
merly of this city, who took laudanum 
in his lonely room in New-York, recalls 
fo many local husiness: men the the 
when the man held an ‘enviable. position 
Aas the most skillful mechanical draughts- 
man: end one of the best civil enginecra 
in Philadelphia. Coming from a fine old 
french family, Valliant was a born geéen- 
tlemap, and the dignity with which” he 
iried to maintain appearances during his 
periods of dissipatin won him a certain 
sort of respect from his former associates 
which still endures. 

Valliant first care to this eity about 
tweutly- -five. years age, and hip talents at 
once received recognition. He was em- 
ployed as draughtsman for Mmile C, Gey- 
alin, a well-known engineer. and became 
noted for his wonderfully accurate work. 
Some years later, when Mr. Geyelin’ as- 
soelated himself with R. fr. Wood & Co., 

Valliant followed him. As a mem her of 
Ry Franklin Jistitute, he was always. in- 
terested In its proceedings, and his op mniana 
were valued,, He was Fegarded as one for 
whom there was rapid advancement in pra- 
fessional life, and, altogether, his future 
seemed assured.

The Woman Movement in Germany. 


From The Nineteenth Century, 

There are about ten women doctors prac- 
ticing in different parts of Germany. cer- 
man women may also now attend lectures 
in most of the German universities, but 
only as “‘hospitirende” or ‘guest stu- 
dents,”’ without being allowed to matricu- 
late, and generally on sufferance of the 
professors. In Berlin, for instance, where 
Dr. Adolf Wagner, the present rector of the 
university, has this year for the first time 
made it possible for women to hear lectures, 
all sorts of difficulties are thrown in their 
way. When permission to attend has been 


obtained from the Kultusminister, the in- 
dividual professor will not always grant it. 
One professor is said to have given his serv- 
ant strict. orders to tell all young ladies 
who roight call on ‘him that he was not at 
home, and that, were he to see them, he 
never gave permission to ladies to attend 
his lectures, 
eves =o to the papers, the famous ea 
torian, Prof. von eitschke, on seeing 
lady Eee his audience, geovmyny | hon 
rupted his lecture and went up to her and 
led her out. He is said to have remarked 
to one ot his colleagues afterward: “I 
can’t bear women folk at lectures, and 
I shall put the Great Beadle at the door 
to keep them out.’’ But even were women 
allow to matriculate, it ‘has been im- 
possible hitherto for them to get the a 
preparation, except privately. 
ordinary education of rman girls is jee: 
very good. terature is excellently taught, 
but in other subfectsa too many facts are 
insisted upon, and thinking {s not encour- 
aged. In religion, which forms a large 
art of the instruction, the girls are not 
pioawed to express doubts or to ask ques- 
tions as to dogmas. But even this sort of 
teach is better than that of governesses, 
and it a fortunate thing for pe of the 
upper classes that, for economy’s sake their 
parents generally send them to school. 
Within the last few years, however, three 
gymnasiums or high schools have been 
established in Berlin, Leipsic, and Carls- 
ruhe, exactly similar to: those which pee 
pare young men for the universities, v- 
eral girls in Berlin will be ready this year 
to finish the symnasium course, the 
friends of women's higher. education are’ 
watching to see whether the pass- 
ing of these examinations will be allowed 
to constitute matriculation, ag it does with 
men, and give women the right, instead of 
me freee privilege, of attending the uni- 
es.

The average miser’s Hoard 
that reaches the Treasury consisis mainly 
of notes, with seme gold, and perhaps a 
little silver, The papér money has the ad- 
vantage of smal! is so that it may be 
easily concealed. The miser’s vice Is some- 
what of a ge from: the point of view of 
the every- individual, but it seems to 
be merély a morbid development of the 
normal saving ineatinet. The saving of 
money is accomplished by many. self-de- 
nials. To anybody if is a satisfaction to 
watch the increase of a stock of capital 
thus gained. The bigger the pile the great- 
er the gratification, and so in gome indi- 
viduals the’ pleasure eventually comes to 
surpass all o&ier delighis, and no sacrifice 
at pomiart is too great to be made for-its 
£a ‘tal , 

Every bank fallure gives encouragement 
to the practice of hoarding. Most peo pe 
in rural parts distrust banks. ‘1 pre 
my oid stocking,” says the farmer's wite. 
Some day, perhaps, robbers come along and 
toast the toes of the farmer and his good 
woman before the fire until they consent 
to give 3 the stocking and its coatents; 
but, happily, such occurrences are not fre- 
quent. Only the other day an old man 
hamed 8S. H. Reynolds, residing not far 
from Cleveland, Chilo, raised a great row 
because of the supposed losa of $3.00 which 
he had packed in a tin box and hidden in 
the wall of the cellar. He dug a hole in 
the wall and built it up again, telling ne 
body but his son of the concealed ho 
During his son’s absence on a journey Z 
took a notion to inspect the cash, and lo! 
it was gone. The son was suspected of 
stealing it, but appt returned ‘and 
showed that he had transferred it privately 
to another place in the cellar. 

The hoanl sécreted by the old man con- 
sisted of $1,000 in. gold and $2,500 in one- 
thonsand+iollar and five-hund@red-dollar 
notes. The notes had rotted to pieces, ow- 
ing to the dampness of the cellar, and so 
had to be sent to the Treasury for redemp- 
tion, It was a big job to put the bits. to- 
gether and identify the cash satisfactorily, 
but it was finally accomplished, and. the 
farmer was repaid in full. Mr. Reynolds 
boasts that he bas not been in the hands. of 
a barber for twenty-five years; his wife 
euts his hair, ahd he trims his own whis- 
kers. He has never amoked, chewed, drank, 
or danced, regarding those amusements as 
too expensive. The method he adopted gor 
saving his money is scarcely surprising 
when it is considered aaah according to 
his own statement, he gt cg! lost 
large sums by the failure of three banks 
on different occasions--once $1,200, again 
$1,250, and the third time $2, 626. 

Paper money is not very suitable for 
hoarding, by reason of its extremely ‘par- 
ishable quality. Lf exposed to dampness 
it quickly rots, and.iIm a few years may be 
so comp etely destroyed as to be unrecog- 
nizable even by the:skilled women in the 
Redemption Bureau at Washington who ac- 
complish miracles every day in the identi- 
fication of damaged ‘cash. Accordingiy.

Some individuals prefer to Fea 2 A oe 
hoards under the front doorsten, while an 
old stump in a disused fleld strikes others 
as @ More secure Spot for concealment. The 
records of the Treasury tell of one old wo- 
man who employed for a bank a space be- 
neath the lowest drawer in a chest of 
drawers built into a closet. Surely no- 
body would have thought of looking there; 
but it was otherwise with the mice, which 
found the wad of paper notes first-rate ma- 
teria) for nesis. 

Only a few days ago’some money reached 
the Treasury from Wisconsin. Ii was $360 
in ten-dollar and twenty-dollar bills. ‘Th 
sum had been turned up ovt of the groun 
od a plow. But the remarkable featuré of 

e story is that the place where the cash 
was found is an almost uninhabited district. 
The owner of the land obtained it from the 
Government a short time back, and it was 
in the process of cledring It for cultivation 
that he came across ihe tin box which econ- 
tained the treasure. The question is, who 
could have buried money tn so remote and 
unsettled a region? For what reason could it 
heve been buried there, and why was it 
never dug ape There is no telling what 
drama, or bery, or murder may lie be- 
hind the strange discovery. As for the $360, 
though somewhat damaged, it has been re- 
deemed. 

Contemporary history has recorded the 
case of Jason B. Smith of Ypsflanti, who 
buried $19,000 In notes of large donomina- 
tiens in a hole in the ground. Finding them 
nearly destroyed by dampness, he did them 
uy in a pillow case and started for Washing- 
ton with the pillow casetied around his bedy. 
He received from the Treasury brand-new 
bills in exchange, and was robbed of the 
entire sum on his way back’ horhe. The fam- 
Hy Bible, the Unabridged Dictionary, the tea 
caddy, the clock, the toes of old shoes, and 
the. pockets of disused dresses hanging in 
the closet-all. these are common hiding 
places for the hoard. A stocking is a con- 
venient avbstitute for a purse, and may be 
readily concealed in an, gut-of-the-way cor- 
ner. 

Tn rural parts the parler stove Is a’ fa- 
yorite place of concealment for the family 
wai. It is only thus employed for tempo- 
rary purposes, however, Every now and 
then somebody unacauainted with the nt ge 
tion of the hoard Vehta the stove, and i 
goes up in smoke.

TAILORS STRIKE NEARLY OVER.

They Expect to Have All Their Men 
at Werk Again To-morrow, 


The striking coat tailors, who have been 
out for a fortnight, expect to have 4&il 
their men at work egain by to-morrow. 
The association contractors have gradual- 
ly been yielding, although forv-several days 
past they have been adopting resolutions 
that they would stand out against the men 
to the end, After each meeting, however, 
several of the contractors have gone over 
to the headquarters of the strikers and 
signed the agreement with the union. The 
opening of several co-operative shops by 
the strikers and their getting work direct 
from the manufacturers ‘has frightened 
these contractors. i 

Between 2.500 and 3,000 men were still out 
yesterday, and many of these have suffered 
from insufficient good food during, the 
heated term and the close/y. packed mass 
meetings they have dally held, often for 
hours at a time. They will have to work 
harder when they go to work again, as the 
contracts dealers have with the manufact- 
urers call for the delivery of goods within 
a certain time, and two weeks have ai- 
ready been lost in strikes. 
The Executive Committee of the strikers 
said yesterday that twenty-eight additional! 
contractors had signed the dgreement, and 
that two more co-operative shops had been 
opened.

was a small riot in the shop of 
Kiein, a contractor, at 72 Whilett 
Street. Several strikers invaded the. shop 
and tried to drive out the hon-union men 
there.

to Rise or With Others-Ex-Po- 
Heeman Discharged on Bis Evi- 
dence Returnea His Horse, 


“The mystery that surrounded the disap- 
pearance of Roundsman Michael H, Keat- 
ing of the King’s Bridge Police Station on 
Wednesday, when two ex-policemen who 
had been discharged from the force on his 


evidence for neglect of duty, took his horse 
to the station house, wag partly solved yes- 
terday morning by the finding of his dead 
body in the woods off Riverdale Avenue. 

He had died of heat prostration, and there 

were evidences of his having endured much 
suffering. There were also evidences of his 
having struggled greatly to rise after hav- 
ing fallen down or of having had a struggie 
with others. 
' Roundsman Keating went on duty at 1 
o'clock P,. M, on Wednesday. He rode°di- 
rectly up Broadway to Riverdale Avenué, 
where he saluted two patroimen, and then 
rode slowly northward. That was the last 
time he was seen alive. 

BEx-Policemen Henry Van Zandt and John 
Morrison took Keating’s horse, saddle, and 
bridle to the station house at 5 o’clock 
Wednesday afternoon. Van Zandt, who 
was riding the horse, said that he had 
found it In Riverdale Avenue, necr Hart's 
Hotel. Morrison said Keating was asleep 
in a stable. Both Van Zandt and Morrison 
were formerly attached to the King’s Bridge 
Station House, but were recently dismissed 
from the police foree on charges made by 
Keating, who said that he had found them 
asleep in a foundry. when they should 
have been on post, Both policemen 
denied the charges, and accused the 
Roundsman of falsehood and vindictive- 
ness, but the Police Board believed Keat- 
ing’s statement, and they were dismissed 


by a unanimous vote. The dismissed men 
were furious, and are said to have declared 
that they would “get even with Keating.” 
Ever since then they have been hanging 
about the vicinity of the station house, as 
though watching Keating’s movements. 

Capt. Donohue, who is in command of 
the precinct, questioned Van Zandt closely. 
Van Zandt said he had got the horse from 
a fireman, and then, on further question- 
ing, added that the fireman had got the 
animal from.an Itallan, who was on the 
way to the station house with it. 

Capt. Donohue immediately surmmoned 
Sergt. Hatton, Detectives Lang and. Me- 
Hugh, and Patrolman Weiss, and they 
searched for Keating all over the precinct 
throughout the evening and night, but with- 
out success. > 

While riding along Riversidé Avenue at 
9:30 o’clock yesterday morning, Sergt. Hat- 
ton saw a mushroom gatherer run out of 
Delafield’s woods, on the westside of the 
avenue, in a state of great excitement. He 
beckoned to the man and said: ~ 

* What's the matter?’’ ; 

“A policeman is dead there,” the fright- 
ened tman sald, pointing in the direction 
from which he had come. 

The Sergeant told the man to show him 
where the dead body was. About 200 feet 
from the avenue lay the body of the miss- 
ing Roundsman face downward, His right 
arm was extended, and a few feet to the 
right lay his helmet, battered and broken. 
The blouse was drawn up half way to his 
armpits,, a8 if he had fallen in a struggle, 
and at the throat it was torn open, Phe 
ground was.torn up in several places near 
by, and the- branches of the bushes about 
the spot seemed to bear marks of a fight or 
struggle having taken place there. , 

Keating had ‘evidently vomited before 
losing consciousness. His head was fright- 
fully swollen, and. there was an abrasion 
on the right cheek. 

The body was taken to the station house 
in a farm wagon, and the man who had 
discovered it, Sarafino Ropetti, was placed 
under arrest, and Detectives McHugh and 
ane. were sent out in) piain clothes, Mc- 
Hugh boarding a New-York Centra) train, 
bound, it was supposed; for the house of 
Van Zandi, whith jis at 306 West One 
Hundred and Forty-sixth Street. 

None of the dead man’s property was 
missing. His gold watch and chain, his 
ring and cravat pin, and $6.30 in money 
had not been. touched, Deputy Coroner 
Donlin made an autopsy, and found that 
death had been caused by heat prostration, 
followed by coma. The skull was in per- 
fect condition, but the heart was surround- 
ed by fatty degeneration, which made him 
susceptible to heat. William Keating, the 
dead man’s. brother, took charge of the 
body. Ropettl was discharged after the 
autopsy. 

What took Roundsman Keating so far 
into the woods is still a mystery. It was 
supposed by some persons that, feeling 
very sick and faint, he rode. off into the 
woods, and, after tyinig his horse to a tree, 
he lay down to rest, and was unable to 
get up again. The horse broke loose, as 
the buckle that held a strap to the bridle 
and the tree had been broken off. 

Roundsman Keating has the reputation of 
@ good policeman and a strict disciplinarian, 
and that fact incurred him the enmity of 
the negligent and lazy policemen of hig pre- 
cinct. ' He had a slight stroke of paralysis 
avout four months ago, but he quickly re- 
covered. He fell a month later from a 
train at King’s Bridge Station and, was 
confined to his home for several days. 

Keating was fifty-three years old and was 
married, He did. not live with his 
family, but made his home at 624 Third 
Avenue. It was said he had a quarrel with 
his wife. He was appowind to the police 
force on March 6, and on July 22, 
887," he was promoted to the rank of 
Roundsman for meritorious conduct. Capt. 
Donohue found him asleep on Aug. 7 
in the section room at the station house, 
when he should have been on post. He

Mrs, Phoebe Wilsom Charged with 


Murdering Her Husband. 


Fuiusuine, L. 1., Aug. 13.—What the au- 
thorities of this place believe is a delib- 
erate case of murder and an attempt to 
keep the body of the victim hidden was 
discovered this morning by Heaith Inspect- 
or Edwin G. Ross of this village.

SIR ‘JOHN. MILLAIS DEAD. 


PRESIDENT OF THE ENGLISH ROYAL 
ACADEMY DIES AT LONDON. 


S 





The End of a Long Battle with Dis- 
ense—A Painter from Boyhocd, He 
Achieved Many Successes Karly in 
Life-Shunned the Beaten Paths 
and Pictured Nature as He Saw It. 
Some of His Most Famous Crea- 
tious, ‘ 


Lonpon, Aug, 18,—Sir John E. Millais died 
to-day, after a long illness, of cancer of 
the throat. 

He underwent the operation of tracheot- 
omy for the relief of cancer of the throat 
May 10, and never fully rallied fron its ef- 
fects) which immediately caused his death. 

It was on Feb. 20 of the present year that 
Sir John Everett Millais rounded out his 
artistic career by becoming President of the 
Royal Academy of England. The attain- 
ment of that position was the logical result

or severest criticism, according to the view 
which one takes of art and its alms and 
ends, according te the weight which one at- 
taches to popular approval.and material 
success, and according to the opinion which 
one holds as to the vresent status of the 
Royal Academy. There are room and rea- 
son for wide difference of belief on all 
these points, and an Obituary is hardiy the 
place In. which to do more than intimate 
that the artistic principles and practice of 
its subject were not On the. plane deemed 
loftiest by not. a few even of those critics 
who recognize most cordially his high abil- 
ity. 

A typical Briton’ in appearance:and char- 
eter, It was not by accident that:the paint- 
er’s name jis distinctly French. *’Though 
born at Southampton, (in 1829,) Millais came 
of a Jersey family that is said to have been 
prominent among the island's. lesser land- 
lords long prior to the ‘Norman conquest, 
and which is still represented there, 
Millais's vocation was clear at a very 
arly age. From boyhood, almest from in- 
fancy, he was a painter. When nine years 
old he was a.pupil in the Sass Academy at 
London, and won a medal from the Society 
of Arts with a drawing from the antique; 
when eleven he became a student In the 
Royal Academy, and within twelve months 
was composing intricate arrangements of 
figures and horses that would have been 








creditable suggestions for a man‘of thirty. 
At fourteen he took the Academy silver 
medal, and at elghteen a gold medal, the 
school’s highest honor. 

Notwithstandiug his early succasses, per- 
haps on account of them, Millais. revolted 
against the’ routine conventions of aca- 
demic teaching, and in connection with 
Dante Gabriel Ressetti, Holman Hunt, and 
others—they were seven in al]—he helped to 
found the “‘ Pre-Raphaelite Brotherhood,” 
a curious orgenization, whose motto was 
“Truth,” and whose aim was to generalize 
nothing, but to paint nature as it appeared 
to themselves, not as it appeared tn ‘* the 
antique.” For a short time these young 
artists tried to ex»ylain their views by 
means of the pen as well.as the brush, and 
published a periodical called The Germ; or, 
Art and Poetry. The principal works ex- 
ecuted by Millais while under the pre-Ra- 
phaelite influence were “Christ in the 
House of His Parents” and “ Ferdinand 
Lured by Ariel,’”’ in 1850; ** Mariana in the 
Moated. Grange" and “‘The Woodman’s 
Daughter,’ in 1851;-in 1852, ** The Hugue- 
not” and ** Ophelia,” and in 1853, ‘The 
Order of Release,”’ the last enjoying the 
distinction of being protected at the Royal 
Academy by a rail to keep back the crowds 
of people that thronged about it. 

Millais was clected an Associate of the 
Royal Academy in 1855, and became a full 
member in December, 18638. He exhibited

Several operations, including that 
of tracheotomy, were performed during the 
last ten days, but it was known that no 
permanent good effects could result from 
them. Str John died in his magnificent 
house in Palace Gate, Kensington, London, 
where it had been his custom to entertain 
lavishly the most prominent people of the 
city, and where royalty was very often his

NAVAL ENGINEERS 


OVERWORKED. 


American Ships Have One-half the 
Number of British Ships. 


WASHINGTON, Aug.’ 13.—The alarming 
news received to-day at the Navy Depart- 
ment telling of the physical collapse of 
Chief Engineer George E. Tower and 
Passed -Assistant Engineer Andrew McAl- 
lister, both of the battleship Indiana, gave 
rise tn thé minds of naval officers on duty 
here to the question whether fn the care 
of our warships the danger line had not 
been crossed’ in the attempt of the over- 
worked naval engineers carry on the 
exacting duties required of them. 

The North Wtlantic squadron has now 
had only eight days of grand manoeuvres, 
and during that short period the efficiency 
of the most powerful battleship of the fleet 
has been temporarily impaired, two of the 
four naval engineers attached to the vessel 
having been condemned by medical survey 
and sent to the Naval Hospital for rege 
ment, 

“Tt is not surprising,” said a prominent 
official to-day, ‘‘ that this repeated tale of 
the prostration of naval engineers is heard 
from our warships. In the British service 
there ure one-half as many engineers as 
deck officers, while in the American Navy 
there are only one-fourth as many engineers 
as there are officers of the line, 

“The physical history of the Corps of 
Naval Engineers.” he continued, “ during 
the past two years is a sad one, and it 
emphasizes the fact that not only must 
the number of engineers be increased, but 
their vps ve should be improved in order 
to render the ships efficient for the day of 
battle, The engineers are now working un- 
der an organization which was_ founded 
upon the necessities of wooden ships, A 
which is not adapted to vessels of steel."

A little encouraging news keeps 
it up, and a little doubtful gossip sends 
it down; but it is surprising me what 
great ignorance there. is in England on 
our general situation.

Aldermen Do Not Observe Boundaries 
Made By Themselves. 


William H. Ten Eyck, Clerk of the Com- 
mon Council, signs in yesterday’s issue of 
The City Record, the official municipal jour- 
nal, a list of applications for permission to 
keep stands for the sale of friut,, soda water, 
newspapers, &c., within the stoop lines. 

Such pérmission is granted by the Board 
of Aldermen, In this case, at the. meeting 
of the board Aug. 11, the application was 
laid over. The list is arranged. in what 
pretends to be order of assembly districts, 
with the name of.the applicant and the 
place where it Is proposed to do the vend- 
ing. 

An examination of the list reveals much 
mixing’ up. In fact,. many. of .the ‘locations 
given as in one Assembly district are in an- 
other district, and the jumble is such as 
to make the inquirer turn to the date. of 
The Record to. see whether it was issued 
between 1892 and 1895. 

For instance, in one application the stand 
ot Jennie Repetti, at 36 Broadway, is put 
in the Kirst Assembly District, instead of 
the Second. The stands of T. Zoccolo, 126 
Mulberry Street; 8S. Giuffra, 225 Grand 
Street, and C. De Risi, 112 Mulberry Street, 
appear i# the Second Assembly District, 
while they are in the Sixth. Passing over 
a number of such instances, the stand of 
A. Brandi, at Forty-second Street and Sixth 
Avenue, is put in the Twenty-first Assem- 
bly District, when it should be in the 
T'wenty-seventh. 

A. singular explanation of this adherence 
to old apportionment geography was given 
at the office of the Clerk of the Common 
Council. It was that the present Aldermen 
were elected in 1894, and therefore repre- 
sent the old assembly districts, under the 
apportionment of 1882, and they transact 
the business of granting permission on the 
basis of the apportionment of 1892, and not 
on that of 1895 A further excuse | was 
that it had been done “all along.”’ 

It is not/likely that the system of wrong- 
y locating these places by assembly dig- 
ricts will continue after attention has been 
called to it. As it is, The City Record pub- 
lishes information that is incorrect and 
which would deceive the ordinary reader. 
Besides, the absurdity of such a practice is 
glaring when it is remembered that the Ali- 
dermen, who officially sanction the published 
misstatements, changed the boundaries of 
the Assembly districts last year, and now do 
not seem to recognize the boundaries which 
they made.
